Engineering Report for Relocation |Bull Fight 
of 8-93 to Camp Grayling Okayed 


Lansing — State Highway Com- 
missioner Jobn C. Mackie has ap- 
proved an engineering report call. 
ing for the modernization and part- 
jal relocation of M-93 between 
Carp Grayling and M-72 southwest 
of Grayling. 

The project, which will cost an 
estimated $400,000, ig scheduled to 
be put under contract next March. 


fAackie said a survey crew is 
now gathering topographical in- 
formation on the 2.7 mile Project. 

The engineering report ‘calls for 
the relocation of 1.7 miles of M-93 
fram the intersection of Howe and 
Weber Roads in Camp Grayling 
northeast to a point just west ‘of 
the Grayling Winter Sports Park. 
From that point north, M-93 will 
be widened from 20 toz m4 feet and 


crossing. In order to do this, about 
five-tenths of a mile of. spur and 
‘siding tracks will be abandoned 
from the vicinity of Military Road 
to its terminus in Camp Grayling, 

The engineering report spid 
thet M-93 is “criticatly deficient’ 
and should be modernized as soon ' 
as possible. The timetable for this 
project has been advanced more 
than 3 year,
